WR. FLETCHER'S SPEECH. 
WHOLE POSITION EXPLAINED. 


The.Hon. Mr. A. G.M. Fletcher, 
acting Colonial Sacretary, yestor 
day made a lengthy statement in 
mentfin the Legislative Council 
on the military lands question.

aad recommends that steps be 
taken to give effect te itas soon 
as possible." » 


Underlying Principle. 

It may perhaps clear the ground 
foc an understanding of this 
complicated question if E begin by 
explaining the principles underly. 
ing the tenure -of mnilitary lands, 
and transactions in those lands. 
The policy of. the Impernil Govern- 
ment is laid down in what is known 
as the Military Lands Circular 
Gespatches—of 1800"and 1804, the 
rulings most immediately in pomt 
being the following: . . 

“On atvount of the changing 

‘conditions ct warfare, it pot 
infrequently cecurs that Colonial 
lands and buildings sct apart fer 
military purposes cease to be 
necessary) or suitable to their 
purpose, while, ot the same time, 
or subsequently, other lends and 
buildings have ta be ucduired to 
meet the necessities Gf the 
garrison. ea 

“Tt is further considered that 
all such nfflitury properties aad 
their values should be treated as 
part of a capital sym devoted to 
defensive purposes, and that their 
realizable ur estimated valies 
should, as hereinafter detailed, 
be retained by the Colonial Gov- 
eroment, and be held, by them 
availabl: towards the provision 
ot such other lands and building 
as it may be subsequeath, ueces- 
sary” to for defensive 
purposes. 

+ With a view of removing any 
misunderstanding, Her Majesty's 
Government have thought it 
desirable to formulate their pro- 
p-sals in the following tertns :

Conctant Friction 

The question of military lands 
tenure was the subject of constant 
friction and dispute over a period 
of many. years, until the position 
was finally crystullised in the year 
1905 by what is known as the Lewis 
agreement. Since that date the 
rights of the military ‘oer their 
Jond, their reserves and their 
emreachments kave been absclute- 
ly defined, and it must be uccepted 
as a postulate of the present argue 
ment that these rights are.absulute, 
and that they inust by bought at 
the existing market Value.

BRITISH SHIP SUNK.. 


CREW RESCUED BY THE 
PRESIDENT TAFT. 


. The story of an excellent piece of 
rescue work is told by the crew of 
vf a British.steamer who came into 
port on Wednesday aa passengers 
on the 33. Empress of Australia. 
They were the men of the 3.3. 
Mary Horlock, which foundered 
in the Pacific some 700 miles to the 
southward of Japan cn Jan. 26th. 
The werk of rescue was carried 
out under very bad conditions by 
the s.s. President Taft. : 

The Mary Horlock, a vessel of 
oxer 3,000 tonsa and registered at 
Manningtree. left Seattle with 
acargo cf lumber on Dezem- 
ber 20th last. ‘When eleven 
days out she ,encountered stormy 
weother and thereafter nad to 
battle with stiff winds and heavy 
zeas for over three weeks in mid- 
Pacific. As time passed ecnditions 
worsened, and on Jan. 24th and 
25th, the Mary Horlock was driven 
out of her course and was unable 
to make any headway. To make 
matters worse,.her cargo began to 
shift and settle towards the sterm 
Mountain:us seas broke over her 
and the pumps were quite insuf- 
ficient to cope with the extra- 
ordinary inrush of water. The 
ship tilted until’ she stood at a 
rakish angle “on her beam end. 
She also dereloped a windward List 
of abou: 40 degrees, Wireless 


, Messages were then gent out and 


these were picked up by the Taft 
and an oil tanker; the Hogiten. 
The distressed vessel gave her 
position as being about 700 miles 
te the south <f Japan, and the Taft 
sént a message <u say that she was 
on-the way to the res¢ue..

The first tad of men was taken 
off at about 4 o'clock and the last 
load, insluding the captain, lefs 
the siricken vessel at 6 o'clock. 
This rescue work was carried out 
under very trying ocnditions and 
great credit is‘due to the Taft for 
all that she accomplished. “The 
listing of the Mary Horlock made 
thé launching of boats a very 
difficult matter, and it was net
